The alarming progress of the revolutionary 
agitation forms the main subject of conyer- 
gation. Every day fresh reports arer ed 
of strikes and disorders. :

The deputation de- 
manded permission to form similar organ- 


izations; otherwise they threatened a gen- 


eral strike. 
Revolt Due to Famine. 


The peasant revolt in Russia is doubtless 


the famine. 
Scurvy and typhoid fever are devastating 
the peasantry throughout many districts. 
The starving people have consumed even the 
last remnants of their seed grain, and no 
spring crops have been planted. * 
In some places the scarcity of fodder is #0 
great that half the houses nave wee Ull- 
thatched to save the lives of tne cattle and 


horses, 


Ravages of Typhoid. 

The gravity of the situation is evidenced 
by the latest disease statistics. At Menze- 
linsk, government of Cufa, there have been 
upwards of 4,000 cases of typhus, hunger 
and scurvy; at Belibeisky 682 cases have 
been reported, and at Akmollinsk over 1,900 
cases have occurred. Similar reports come 
from Voronej, Kazan, and Saratoff. 

The revolt began to grow serious a month 
ago. Early in Apfil the farmers at Kar- 
lovka united in an attack on the estate of 
the Duke of Mecklenburg because the stew- 
ard, charged with distributing relief, ap- 
propriated part of the money and pocketed 
the balance of a reduction of rent that the 
Duke had conceded to his tenants. 

Many Arrests Made. 
‘The judicial inquiry into the assassination 


on April 15 of M. Sipiaguine, the Minister of 
the Interior, has led to the arrests of many 


governmental conspiracy.

The only feature in the military situation 
that causes any apprehension now is the 
unfortunate Moro affair in the Island of 
Mindanao, but it is believed that this can 
be settled without further bloodshed. Ef- 
forts in this diréction will be made by General 
Chaffee. The conservative army element is 
revovering from the indignation that was at 
first excited by the assassination of five 
sdidiers by separate Moro bands and now 
opposes a headlong rush into a new war. 

Major General Chaffee is being congratuat- 
ed on all sides today over the result, which 
is ascribed to his energy, consistent justice, 
and severe and unrelenting prosecution of 
those who opposed American sovereignty. 


 G@uevarra Surrenders to Grant. 
“fhe surrender of Colonel Guevarra was 
promised last March, but has been delayed. 
Guevarra found that his fresh demands for 
political concessions and indemnities availed 
him nothing. He also changed his mind re- 
garding his determination never to surrender 
to any one but to the man who whipped him, | 
meaning General’ Smith. On Friday last 
General F. D. Grant ascended the Catba- 
logan River to Candara with two gunboats 
and five launches and barges, and took on 
board three Colonels, four Majors, thirty- 
four other officers, and 189 men, and con- 
veyed them to the coast, where they were 

placed on board a naval collier. 


More Natives Surrender. | 

At Catbalogan, capital of Samar, which is 
ten miles below Candara, a party of 160 in- 
surgent riflemen, who had arrived there 
overland, were met. They also gave up their 
arms to the Americans. 

Three hundred additional men, including 
131 riflemen, are expected to surrender in 
the morning. The news of the formal sur- 
render of Guevarra is expected here mo- 
mentarily.

‘DIES SUDDENLY. 


President. Cleveland’s Cabinet 
Officer Succumbs at His 


Forest. 


Show Develops Into Fatal 
Iliness Despite 
“Doctors, 


CAREER IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


J. Sterling Morton, Secretary of Agricul: 
ture during President Cleveland’s second 
term, died suddenly at the residence of his 


o’clock yesterday afternoon. His death re- 
sulted primarily from an attack of heart 
failure, with which he was prostrated short- 
ly after the noon hour, but his constitution 
was weakened by an iliness of sev 
A cmmesys which had not been considered se- 

us. 

Mr. Morton's illness dated from last No- 
vember, when he contracted a severe cold 
while speaking at the Chicago stock show. 
An attack of grip followed, and Mr. Mor- 
ton was in a hospital for several days. As 
soon as he was able he returned to his home 
in Nebraska City, and there he suffered a 
relapse. He was seized with a severe cough, 
- and after a partial recovery left early in 
March for the City of Mexico, in the company 
of his son Paul, expecting to recover his 
health. A disease of the bronchial arteries 
developed while he was in Mexico, and he 
was compelled to return to his Nebraska 
-home. He suffered severely on this journey. 


Moves to His Son’s Home. 


The cough returned while he was in Ne- 
braska, and three weeks ago he went to the 
residence of his son in Lake Forest. 

He was attended there by Drs. Favill, 
Billings, and Havens. For a time he seemed 
to improve, but ten days ago an attack of 
apoplexy so weakened his system that he 
was unable to leave his bed. 

“Tt was not thought that his death was 
imminent until the attack of heart failure 
came upon him yesterday. .He was un 
ecious for an hour before his death. is 
sons—Joy, Paul, and Mark—and his sister, 
Miss Emily Morton, were at his bedside 
when he expiréd.

It 
was generally supposed that he was suffer- 
ing from a severe cold, from which he wou'd 
recover in spite of his three store.years and 
ten. His rugged constitution seemed to 
have collapsed when the cold laid hold upon 
him. During his stay in Mexico the violent 
coughing which seemed to be his most severe 
ailment ceased, but his weakness continued 
until he was prostrated. 

His physicians in Nebraska. City pro- 
rounced his ailment- inflammation of the 
bronchial arteries. His throat troubled him 
a great deal. It is thought that the heart

Hopeful Two Weeks Ago. 

At the Morton home in Lake Forest two 
weeks ago it was announced that Mr. Mor- 
ton’s condition was not serious, and that the 
prospects for his complete recovery were 
bright. His prostration came but a few days 
later. 

During the ten days that preceded his 
death a serious impairment of his faculties 
became manifest. A gradual decline had 
set in and he slept most o. the time. Not 
until the last two or three days of his illness 
was his ultimate recovery doubted. 

Yesterday morning he appeared to be 
better than for several days. Members 
of the family, who were in constant attend- 
ace on him, felt tMat there was a chance for 
his recovery. and the patient was in good 
spirits, apparently. The failure of his heart 
was a contingency that was not expected. | 


Conspicuous in Nebraska. 

Mr. Morton was one of the most conspicu- 
ous characters in the early settlement of 
Nebraska and its Territorial and State or- 
ganization. He has been frequently alludéd 
to as the most prominent citizen of Nebras- 


United States. President Cleveland recog- 
nized his prominence and popularity by ap- 
pointing him Secretary of Agriculture in 
1898—a position in which he achieved the 
unique distinction of covering back into the 
national treasury over $2,000,000 without im- 
pairing the efficiency of his department. _ 

During the four years of his service in 
President Cleveland's Cabinet Mr. Morton 
became one of its most prominent members, 
He was a man of steadfast convictions, un- 
swerving honesty, and undoubted ability. 
By nature a controversialist, Mr. Morton 
went into the Cabinet with many fixed ideas 
about the government service. He ran his 
‘department along practical lines, but, never- 
theless, not without many squabbles. He 
regarded the distribution of seeds as pa- 
térnalistic, and on that subject found him- 
self in opposition to Congress. 


Founder of Arbor Day. 


As the founder of Arbor day, April 22, his 
constant motto was “ plant trees.” He had 
this motto stamped in large letters under 
a picture of a tree on his stationery. He was 
an inveterate letter writer. He found keen 
enjoyment in answering communicaticns

He was a stalwart “ gold man,” and had an 
early falling out with William J. Bryan, 
whose political aspirations he vigorously op- 
posed.

He attended Michigan 
University nearly long enough to take the 
somplete course, but graduated from Union 
College, New York, in 1854. 


~ Contributes to Newspapers. 

Prior to this time Mr. Morton had shown 
strong predilections toward journalism. 
He was a frequent contributor to the De- 
troit Free Press, and in later years to the 
Chicago Times. He wae the founder and 
first editor of the Nebraska City News, and 
for years after he had retired from the news- 
paper business he was an occasional writer 
on current topics. 2 

In the year of his graduation from Union 
College Mr Morton married Miss Caroline 
Joy French of Detroit, and immediately 
afterward he went West with his young 
bride and settled at Bellevue, a little town in 
the Territory of Nebraska. A few months 
later he removed to what is now Nebraska 
City,.and became a member of the town 
company which surveyed arid established 
the town. He preémpted a claim one-half 
mile square on the edge of the town and 
established himself there. The place, known 
as Arbor Lodge, remained his home until his 
death. His wife died in 1881. j 


Practical Farmer Forty Years. 

Mr. Morton was a practical farmer, and he 
followed that calling forty years. He orig- | 
inated “ Arbor day,”’ and thousands of trees | 
thriving in the once woodless prairies of the 
West are now living monuments to his name 
and memory. He was an original member | 
of the Nebraska Territorial Board of Agri- | 
culture, and acted as its President several 
terms.

Hurt by Big Firecracker. 


David Jacobs of 15 Johnson street was 
walking by the church when a large fire- 
cracker exploded close to his face, He was 
staggered and almost blinded. A physician 
dressed his burns. . 

A few minutes later a rocket shot through 
a second-story window of a flat building at 
40 Johnson street and ignited the bed cloth- 
ing on which Samuel Libwitz was sleeping. 
Libwitz extinguished the flames without 
much trouble., 

The celebration of Easter day was 
on Saturday night by the firing of crackers 
and skyrockets and continued until yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock. The police say 
they were given orders to allow the demon- 
stration to take place and that they were on 
hand merely to preserve order. Gilbert Bax- 
ter, who lives opposite the church, ‘said that 
he complained to the police three different 
times, but his complaints went unrecognized.

The committee apopinted last Thursday 
might decided yesterday to visit the Mayor 
tomorrow and demand that more police pro- 
tection be given the district.

WHAT THE BILL WILL AVER. 


_ New and important evidence against the 
packers ¢harged with being members of an 
iliegal combination to maintain the prices 
of beef was brought to the attention of 
United States Attorney Bethea and Special 
Attorney Day yesterday. 

While the exact nature of this evidence 
was kept secret it was of sufficient impor- 
tance to bring Attorneys Day and Bethea 
together in a conference at the Chicago 
club which lasted all the afternoon. Besides 
the two attorneys a corps of assistants and 
stenegraphers was present. 

At the conclusion of the conference both 
attorneys ‘refused to make any statement in 
regard to the new evidence presented to them 
or to throw any light on the results of the 
conference, 


Many Submit Evidence. 


It is said that since Attorney Day arrived 
in Chicago and it became generally known 
that the federal officials were preparing to 
bring their injunction proceedings, many 
offers of valuable assistance in the way of 
evidence and documentary proof of the al- 
leged illegal methods of the packers had 
been received. | 

The government ss) pag dg admit they must 
rely to a great extent on evidence of that 
nature to maintain their contemplated suit, 
and for that reason the “‘ preparations ”’ of 
the case will be drawn out for some time to 


come forward and make himself known. 

The evidence discovered yesterday is un- 
derstood to comprise a statement of a for- 
mer stenographer and private secretary of 
the head of one of the larger local packing 
firms. The witness is no longer connected 
with the packing firm, it is said, and is will- 
‘ing to furnish all the assistance in his power 
to the federal! officials. 


.. Forecast of the Allegations. 


The bill for an injunction when finally 
drafted and presented to Judge Kohlsaat 
will contain among others the following al- 
legations: 

That an agreement exists for the control of the 
beef trade. 

That the agreement is to raise and lower prices 
of beef at will. 

» That the combine in its effects throttles com- 
petition. 

That it fixes prices without regard to supply and 
demand. , 

Th it maintaine a blacklisting system for 
retailers who do not obey its fixed rules. 

That the agreement provides for the perfect reg- 
ulation and distribution of beef throughout the 
country without competition among themselves. 

The prosecution of the federal case will 
depend at the outset almost entirely on the 
cophes of letters and evidence of ' old- em- 
ployés already in the hands of Attorneys 
‘Bethea and Day. In the opinion of Attorney 
General Knox the evidence already secured 
‘In New York and Chicago is sufficient to 
maintain the action, but the federal officials 
hope to strengthen their case by a.drag-net 
investigation, in which the heads and mana- 
gers of the leading packing firms will be 
subpeenaed into court, | 


New York to Play a Part. 


While the federal attorneys will center 
their efforts in Chicago, they admit that At- 
torney General Davies of New York has 
been furnished with a complete transcript 
of the evidence collected, and that he will 
bring an action against the packers under 
the’ Donnelly anti-trust law of New York. 
‘The law is similar to the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 

In return the Attorney General of New 
York has furnished the federal officials with 
a copy of all the evidence collected by his 
oftice in New York City. It consists of 
documentary evidence tending, to show the 
existence of an ironclad agreement to main- 
tar prices of dressed beet and other meats 
and to apportion territory so as to avoid 
competition. 

Should the legal proceedings of the federal 
officials here be successful and the action 
of the New York official fail, then the gov- 
ernment will bring its own case in the East. 
lt is not known just what plan would be de- 
vised if the New York case should win and 
the Chicago suit fail. 

Good Progress, Bethea Says. 

Mr. Bethea intimated yesterday that good 
progress was being madein the preparation 
of the case and appeared to feel that the 
formal bill for an injunction would be filed 
a'féw days sooner than was anticipated, 
possibly the latter part of this week.

the, bill is filed, but to let the proceeding 
take its course and ask the court for a 
permanent injunction should it be successful 
in its case. In that case it would becomé 
necéssary in all probability to take testi- 
mony before a special] Master in Chancery, 
which would mean a series of long drawn out 
sessions lasting probably throughout the 
summer. 

Should the prosecution in the meantime 
discover evidence on which criminal pro-

MMA KRUBIECK 
AND HER TEACHER. 


Jacksonville, Ill., April 27.--[Special.]—Emma Kubicek, a 6-year-old child, blind and 
deaf and dumb, at the State School for the Blind in this city, is learning to spell simple 
words, after twenty-two weeks of patient teaching. She starts in life as did Helen 
Keller, the blind, deaf, and dumb girl whose accomplishments today are the marvel of 
the scientific world. 

_ The child is the daughter of Bohemian parents living near Edwardsville, Ill. She 
has been: blind and deaf since 3% years old. She was placed in the institution here on 
Oct. 1, 1901, and placed under the direct charge of Mrs. Helen Jordan, who has been 
remarkably successful in teaching similar unfortunates. 

Mrs. Jordan's methods are necessarily simple, but they involve an infinite tact and 
patience. The first thing was to provide the child with a vocabulary. A plaything would 
be handed her and with it a strip of brass bearing the name of the toy in Braille, the 
constant endeavor being to secure a connection between the two in her mind. Another 
time a toy would be given her, and in her other hand the teacher would spell the name 
in the sign manual, then would require the child to form the letters one by one until she

They claim enough votes have 
peen pledged to secure the adoption of the 
measure. 

Many Republicans are opposed to consider- 
ing the admission of the three Territories at 
the same time, and the use of the merits of 
one Territory to bring into the union others 
which would not be admitted on their own 
merits. 

Oklahoma possesses enough population 
and has the wealth requisite to make a cred- 
table State, but this is not true of either 
Arizona or New Mexico. The population of 
Oklahoma is 398,331, which is enough to give 
the Territory, if admitted as a new State, two 
Representatives in Congress. Arizona has 
not enough population to entitle it to one 
Representative. . 

The basis of representation under the ap- 
portionment for the last census is in round 
numbers 194,000, and the population of 
Arigzona is only 122,981. New Mexico hasa 
little more than enough population to entitle 
it to one member, the number being 195,310. 
But the character of the population of New 
Mexico and Arizona and the other qualifica- 
tions of a State are generally lacking. 

For this reason there is considerable op- 
position to the admission of these Territories 


wt the present time.

subject favor separate bills providing for 
the admission of the Territories on their 
merits. It is argued that if this course is 
adopted the members wil] be given an op- 
portunity to vote intelligently, and will not 
be forced to vote to keep out Oklahoma in 
order to deprive the other two Territories 
of Statehood for the present. 

Many Republicans consider that Oklahoma 
ls entitled to admission at this time, and 
rather than deny them the full rights en- 
ne ing a State they will vote for the omni- 

ll. 


There is some opposition even to Okla- 
homa, such members of the House, as Repre- 
@@tative Cannon of Illinois, contending that 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory should be 
‘@mbined and admitted as one State. The 
combined population of these two Terri- 
tories ig 790,391, which would entitle them 
to four members of the Lower House and 
two Senators. ee . 

If the omnibus bill is adopted by the House 
it is likely to encounter considerable opposi- 
tion In the Senate. As there is a desire to

Washington, D. ©, April 27.—Mr. Frederic 
Emory, chief of the Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce, made public today another extract 
from the volume entitled ‘‘ Commercial Re- 
lations of the United States During 1901,’’ 
which is nowin press. The extract given out 
today deals with the trade of the United 
States with South America last year. 

American coal, it is stated, finds a steady 
and ever increasing market in Brazil. United 
States export trade to Brazil, however, it is 
said, never will reach its proper development 
so long as merchandise goes in foreign ships. 

it is pointed out that if a line of modern 


steamers were operated between New York 


and Brazil there would be no lack of return 
freights in coffee, rubber, and like products. 
American hardware also, it is stated, has 
earned a reputation for quality and finish 
which places it beyond competition. Type- 
writers, sewing machines, clocks, watches, 
and electric goods hold their own every- 
where, and the United States is gaining a 


foothold in bicycles, locks, firearms, cutlery, 


and picture frames. . 

Brazil recognizes the value of an education 
in the United States. English is being taught 
in some of the higher schools of Brazil, and 
many young men go to-the United States to 
study engineering, electricity, law, medicine, 
ang dentistry. 

“Great Gain in Argentina. 

In the Argentine Republic the American 
goods making the greatest headway are 
tools and implements, cottons, hats, shoes, 
and specialties. A banker in Rosario re- 
cently reported that for the half year ended 
on June 80, 1901, the increase of transactions 
between his house and the United States 
has been 131 per cent, and he understood 


that other banks had similar experiences. 


But, while the United States is materially 
increasing the aggregate of trade with Ar- 
gentina, the absence of direct steamship 
communication is a handicap. 

Lumbering is the chief industry in the 
southern provinces of Chile, and practically 
all of the’ wood is cut by mills of American 
constructfon. All of the machinery used in 
the production ‘of flour also comes from the 
United States. On account of the political 
disturbances in Colombia imports from the 
United States have increased only slightly. 
The imports from all other countries have 
A rising demand for 
shoes and for negligée shirts, collars, and 
cuts is especially noted, 


_ Ecuador and Uruguay Gaining. 


United States trade with Ecuador shows a 
gratifying increase, due to purchases for the 
Guayaquil-Quito railroad, better and quick- 


/ er communication, lower freight rates, and 


the coming of American commercial travel- 
ers. ‘‘ Our trade will steadily advance,” it 
is stated, ‘‘ but an isthmian canal alone can 
give us the vantage ground we should oc- 
cupy.”’ 

An enlarged variety of American manu- 
factures is appearing in the markets of 
Uruguay. ‘“‘ When our manufacturers make 
the effort,” it is stated, ‘‘ they can place here

CAPTAINS NOW 
IN TUG STRIKE,| 


With Engineers They Vote to 
Uphold Firemen and Their 
Pay Is Stopped. 


BOATS WILL BE IDLE. 


Licensed Association Members’ 
Action May Be Followed 
at Other Ports. 


INDEPENDENT CRAFT BUSY. 


The sympathetic strike of the tug firemen | 


spread yésterday in Chicago to the Captains 
and engineers. The Licensed Tugmen’s Pro- 
tective association decided in the afternoon 
to stand by the firemen, and immediately 
notified Captain James R. Sinclair of the 
Great Lakes Towing company of its action. 
Captain Sinclair responded by laying off 
twenty-four Captains and engineers, there- 
by decreasing the pay roll in the Chicago 
harbor $170 a day. The action of the union 
means that the Captains. and engineers 
would not work with non-union firemen nor 
do the work of the strikers. 

The withdrawal of their pay set the Cap- 
tains and engineers to thinking, and a re- 
quest was made to Charles A. McCarle, 
President of the grand lodge of the Li- 
censed Tugmen’s Protective association, to 
call together the Grievance committee with 
a view to defining the course to be followed 
by its members. Work is being carried on 
by members of the association in nine ports, 
thé Captains and engineers working with 
non-union firemen. The Chicago members 
want to know why other locals are doing 
this, and will insist either that ail licensed 
members are called out or some settlement 
be made so they can return to work. 


Action of the Men Is Unanimous. 


@he meeting of the licensed men was held 
during the afternoon at Clark and South 
Water streets, about 150 men being present. 
After some discussion resolutions were of- 


fered declaring sympathy with the strik- 


ing firemen and expressing willingness to 
stand by them. 

** The vote in favor of these resolutions was 
unanimous,” said President Louis Hohman, 
‘* and the members will abide by it. Thede- 
cision of the engineers and Captains will 
tie up the Chicago tugs belonging to the 
Great Lakes Towing company effectively, be- 
cause they cannot secure non-union men who 
can take the places of our members.”’ - 

Captain Binclair, when informed by a com- 
mittee of the action of the licensed men, ac- 
knowledged that the efforts of the company 
to operate its tugs now would be futile. He 
notified his brother in Cleveland and was 
authorized to lay off all the engineers and 
Captains now employed on the ten tugs. 

** It practically is impossible to secure men 
to take the places of the licensed employés,”’ 
he said, *‘ so there was no use in keeping them 
on the pay roll. They were informed at 
once that: their pay would cease imme-~ 
diately.”’ .

LAWS AGAINST CAPITAL IN TEXAS. 

- For many years Texas legislators have re 
garded the plutocrat as a game bird which 
it was their business to hunt as long as the 
session lasted. Accordingly, there has often 
been a steady fire of enactments, and there 
has always been at least a potshot or two 
just for form’s sake, or for good luck, or to 
keep the legislative. hand in. One of the 

potshots is the law about which Mr. F. H, 
Rawson, Vice President of the Union Trus-: 
company of this city, made a few remarks 
in an interview reprinted in Saturday's 
Trispune. It is an admirably simple law, 
and much to the point. It provides that no 
foreclosures shall be made on “home- 
steads,” and it interprets the term home- 
stead in so wide a sense that‘ few investors 
dare to place loans on any kind ‘of real prop- 
erty. The Legislature could hardly have 
supposed that people would risk money 
without ity. At any rate, even if it 
did make any such curious supposition, it 
can see now with its own eyes the truth of 
the great business principle that one does 
not give something for nothing. 

‘The farmers of Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas borrowed money on their farms and 
are now paying it back. The farmers of 
Texas were not able to borrow money on 
their farms. They now have no money to 
pay back, it is true, but, also, their land has 

_ gone unimproved. Capital has kept out of 
Texas. It had better opportunities else- 
where. This has not been so much of a 
blessing to Texas as its legislators hoped. 
Galveston, for instance, is still without its 
pea wall, becanse it cannot float bonds until 
the State laws are so amended as to provide 
some kind of security for investments. At 
present the laws seem to have been drafted 
with an eye to the interest of the debtor 
but without any eye at all to the interest of 

creditor. 

The regulations against “restraint of 
trade” are so numerous and so complicated 
that business operations of the kind neces- 
sary at the present day mean too many suits, 
fees, and fines to be profitable. The general 
anti-trust law, to be sure, has been declared 
unconstitutional, since it accorded special 
privileges to the raiser of stock and farm 


produce, but there are other laws which are 
equally oppressive and which are having a 
similar effect in retarding the commercial 
development of the State. | 7 

Such is Mr. Rawson's view of the case, 
‘and one can hardly doubt that a great many 
other men who are charged with the invest- 
ment of capital would agree with him. 
Texas may find it difficult to get Northern 
commercial prosperity without Northern 
commercial freedom. 


HOLY WARS ARE PLAYED OUT. 
War remains, but the “holy war” has 
almost gone. There will be just and unjust 
wars, wars for trivial or for weighty causes, 
wars to acquire territory or to gain trade, 
but there will not be “holy wars.” They 


‘go }-have fled with the romance and splendor of 


battle, with the spears and the shields, the 


“white plume” that was “ the oriflamme 
of war.” No more will men go forth to bat- 
tle shouting “for God, for the cause, for 
the church, for the laws.” 

History records many a “holy war” 
where religious fervor or fanaticism nerved_. 
the arms of one or of both participants and 
hurled them, reckless of death, against their 
foes. ‘The Jéws fought “ holy wars ” under 
Joshua and under the Maccabees, and Jeho- 
vah was with them. They fought with 
equal bravery when Titus besieged Jerusa- 
lem, but Jehovah was not with them. The 
wars of Mohammed and succeeding Caliphs 
were “ holy wars” in name and in deed, and 
holiness was always supposed to perch high 
on the standard of the victor. The banner 
of the prophet was carried from Medina to 
the Pyrenees. The crusades were “holy 
wars.” The Buropeans fought in the name 
and for the greater glory of God. When 
they won they thanked him. The Saracens 
relied with equal confidence on the protec- 
tion of Allah. When they died they felt as- 
sured of the promised paradise of Moham- 
med. When they overcame the “ Christian 
dogs” they thanked their god. 

Today the “holy war’”’-is confined to 
races the civilized world looks on as heath- 
enish and uncivilized. It is more and more 
difficult for one Christian nation warring 
with another to assume that it is con- 
ducting a “holy war” and to appeal 
confidently for victory on account of 
the “justice of its cause ” to the same God 
to whom its opponents are appealing for 
victory on account of the justice of their 
cause. Under these circumstances it is bet- 
ter for neither side to lay claim to superior 
holiness, but, like the Yankee parson in the 
revolution, to ask God, if unwilling to aid 
the Americans, to “stand neutral and let 
flesh and blood decide the issue.” “‘ Keep 
your powder dry” is still the prudent 
“maxim. Should there be tomorrow a “ holy 
war” anywhere in the East, between Min- 
danao and the Bosporus, how much would 
thé belief of the heathen engaged in it that 
they were fighting in a holy cause count for? 
How much holiness must one have when 
fighting with primitive weapons an oppo- 
nent who has the best of modern weapons 
‘in order to come out ahead? To what ex- 
‘tent. does a belief in a free pass to heaven 
help the warrior now? It did help him once. 
It would insure him victory now if fighting 
an antagonist less fanatical and no better 
armed than himself. The mad onset of the 
dervishes in the Sudan would have broken 
the battle line of British troops armed only 
with matchlocks and with spears. It fares 
ill with the best armed and _ disciplined 
troops if it come to a hand-to-hand encoun- 
ter with dervishes, Zulus, or an infuriated 
city mob 

But the day of fighting at close quarters is 
at an end. Richard, with his battleax and 
Saladin with his scimetar no longer meet in 
battle. The mailclad warrior no longer 
rides down his adversary. War has ceased 
to be picturesque, romantic, and individual. 
It has. ceased to be spiritual. There may 
have been something spiritual in it when 
carried on by men who met face to face and 
saw the whites‘ of one another’s eyes before 
they shot. There is no spiritual side to the 
magazine gun, which sweeps away the men 
in the charging line when they are half a 
mile from the works they wish to capture. 
The magazine gun has rfo emotions, no sen- 
sibilities, no perception of “ holiness ” or of 
an “inner life.” It is a searching, far- 
reaching instrument of the “ inner death.” 
Achilles, Hector, and their peers were 
mighty warriors in their day. They did 
great deeds on “ the ringing plains of windy 
Troy,” but- their hosts, if confederated, 
would have been routed by one Maxim gun. 

Frontal attacks are impossible to civilized 
troops. They will not be attempted again. 
They are equally impossible for uncivilized 
troops, no matter if they see the houris 
beckoning to them through the dust of the 
battle. The mad, furious ‘fush of the

The “holy war” is no more a serious 
proposition than is the “yellow terror.” 
It has gone to “ the isle of the long ago,” to.

the exhortations of the commanders as they 
ride down the lines. The tumult, the shout- 
ing, and the sounding of the trumpets of 
barbaric warfare are drowned in the deadly 
rattle of modern musketry. It strikes a 
diapason that speedily silences all other 
sounds and many of the men who make 
them. | 

The “holy war” is an anachronism. It 

- has survived the ordeal by battle when God 
was supposed to decide between the false 
man and the true by allowing the latter to 
win the fight. It is time that the“ holy 
“war,” too, should be consigned, to the limbo 
of forgotten things. “ Holiness’ may have 
been a camp-follower of armies once, but it 
is not now. It has no place in war. \

And’ when it is considered that such changes 
must be made from thirty to forty times in 
the course of a season’s work it is easy to 
understand how great are the demands made 
on the versatility of a leading man in 
More remarkable still is the faculty which 
enables such an actor to carry in his mind 
at the same time the lines of two such lead- 
ing and dissimilar parts, each of which may 
cover ;more than a hundred pages of type- 
written copy. On Sunday night the stock 
actor opens ina brand new part. On Monday 
morning he begins the study of a second part 
and by Friday at the latest he is expected to 
be letter perfect.in them both. The actors 
themselves are at a loss to tell how they 
accomplish this feat of memory, which to the 
average mind appearsan utter impcssibility. 
As a rule they say it is made easy by a sort

agents are played under royalty, large or 
small, by the stock companies. -

Leading men in stock companies of the 
better class are paid from $175 to $250 a week, 
which is more than any but the stars in road 
combinations draw. As the stock actor has a 
permanent home his expenses are much less 
than those of a,man with a traveling com- 
pany, and it is possible, therefore, for him 
to save a much larger percentage of his 
earnings. 

Practically the same facts apply in the 
case of the leading women in the better class 
Their weekly salaries 
average perhaps a little less and they are at 
a somewhat greater expense, as the stock .

as the costumes are modern—while the stock 
actor, of course, may appear in a dozen dif- 
ferent plays in the same. suit of evening 
clothes. It is to be noted, also that women 
as a rule are better and quicker “ studies ”’ 
than men—that is they seem better able to 
acquire the trick of memory which allows 
the simultaneous study and retention of two 
long parts. 
In the matter of costumes the leading act- | 
ress in a stock company is usually able after 
a couple of seasons’ work to double discount 
the most extravagant woman of society— 
at least so far as the number of gowns is 
concerned. Wardrobes which represent in- 
vestments of from $5,000 to $10,000 are net 
uncommon. 
There are at present four regular stock 
company theaters in Chicago. Of these the 
Dearborn is the oldest, the Dearborn stock 
company being just about to celebrate the | 
conclusion of its fourth season. The Colum- 
bus on the South Side and the American on 
the North being newcomers of a few months’ 
standing each. Glickman’s Theater on the 
WeSt Side is unique in that its performances | 
are conducted entirely in the Yiddish dialect, 
its constituency being drawn exclusively 
from the Ghetto and the Jewish people who 
live elsewhere throughout the city. 

The reaction against traveling theatrical 
combinations, headed by stars and playing 
at high prices, which has led to the establish- | 
ment all over the country of stock compa- 
nies, began to be felt only a few years ago. 
So strong has it become that there are now 
more than forty houses with regular stock 


New York alone there are eleven theaters 
which come within this classification. Other 
cities in which stock houses have become 
popular are Albany, Boston, Baltimore, Cin- 
cinnati, Kansas City, Los Angeles, Milwau- 
kee, Memphis, Montreal, Nashville, Newark, 
New Orleans, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, San 
Francisco, Toledo, Toronto, Washington, 
Halifax, Oakland, and Seattle. 

Each«year the number is increasing, and 
the boom in vaudeville bids fair to be tivaled 
by that in stock companies. | 


Years ago in the “ good old days” of the 
steck companies each house had its own com- 
pany, which was headed week after week 
by a series of traveling stars. To some ex- 
tent that old practice is now being revived, 
and Manager Tillotson of the Dearborn is 
one of those who believes that it will grow 
in popularity until eventually it may become 
almost the rule, in which case the present 
method of surrounding a popular star with 
a cheap and indifferent company and sending 
the combination out on the road to play at 
$2 a seat may be generally abandoned. 

People nowadays often go to the so-called 
high-grade legitimate houses and pay their 
money not for the purpose of seeing a play 
but in order to see a single actor in what 
often proves to be aninferilordrama. At the 
stock theaters a different rule holds. The 
audience comes not to see a star but to look 
ata play. For this reason the average merit 
of the plays put on at the stock houses is 
certain to be higher than that of the star 
productions. In thé nature of the case it 
cannot be otherwise... It is not the name ofa 
single actor-but the merit of the play itself 
which draws a great crowd to a stock house.

The Bauble Shop at the Dearborn. 
“The Bauble Shop,’’ a play.in four acts, by 


| Henry Arthur Jones, was presented by the

unusually large audiences. The play, in 
which John Drew made one of his greatest 
earlier successes, is not often attempted by 
stock companies,- because it requires half a 
dozen good actors and actresses. It is one 
of those plays the success of which is irre- 
parably marred by poor or even indifferent 
acting in one of the principal rdéles. 

That the production yesterday was so thor- 


oughly enjoyable reflects great credit upon: 


the ability of the company which, on this oc- 
casion, had been strengthened by the special 
engagement of Mr. Howell Hansel who 
played the ungrateful and difficult part of 
Mr. Stoach, M. P. Mr. Corrigan, ever se- 
rious and reliable in his work, made a splen- 
did Lord Clivebrook and impressed the au- 
dience with his manly bearing and unaffect- 
ed, powerful acting in the critical moments 
of the play. Miss Ryan played the part of 
Jessie Keber excellently and gave a delight- 
ful impersonation of the charmingly Innocent 
and loyal daughter of a weak, though loving, 
old man, who cannot control his craving for 
drink.

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LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

ETTER days are at hend for Fin- 
‘now Governor General of Irkutsk, is 
about to be transferred to the post of 
Governor General of the Grand 
Duchy of Finland in place of the uni- 
versally execrated General Bobrikoff. Gen- 
eral Pantelejeff is a man of most liberal, 
enlightened, and progressive ideas, full of 
tact and kindness of heart—a man whose 
character can best be described by the 
French words “tres pathique ’’—in one 
word, a Russian offiter and. gentleman of 
the finest type. The Czar is fond of him 
and has a high opinion of his abilities, which 
he learned to appreciate more intimately 
during the time when the General, who is 
now. 64 years of age, filled the office of 
Director of the Imperial High School and 
College of State Jurisprudence at St. Peters- 
burg. 

While the Czar is anxious to introduce 
‘certain reforms into the Grand Duchy of Fin- 
land, destined to bring the grand duchy into 
closer union with the remainder of the em- 
pire, and to diminish the separatist tenden- 
cies of Finland nationalism, he is desirous 
that these reforms should be introduced 
with tact, liberality, and enlightenment. 

General Bobrikoff, the present Governor 


General, has in nowise conformed himself to | 


these views of the Emperor, but has, on the 
contrary, displayed so.much brutality, des- 
potism, and bigotry of the worst form in 
Russianizing Finland as to have not only 
converted the most loyal province of the em- 


pire into a seething caldron of discontent, but 


likewise to expose the Czar and his govern- 
ment to.the obloquy of all civilized nations 


in connection with the tyranny and the op- 


pressign of Bobrikoff’s administration, 
General Bobrikoff, while possessed of a tal- 
ent for intriguing that is thorgughly Orien- 
tal, is entirely devoid of tact, and it is this 
more especially with what he is reproached 
in St. Petersburg. All his friends are agreed 
that he has become impossible, and even the 
Grand ,Duke Viadimir, who had been his 


“patron all along, and who had him for years 


in his entourage, first as a member of his 
military household and then as the chief of 
his staff in the chief command of the St. 
Peter’s Metropolitan District, when he met 
him the gether day at a gathering of the 
Council of State, deliberately turned his 
back upon him and refused to even return 
his obsequious greeting. Of Bobrikoff’s lack 
of personal courage and extravagant dread 
of assassination I have on several occasions 
given illustrations in these letters. . 

In view of the comments that have been 
published by both the European and Ameri- 
can press concerning the meeting the other 
day of the Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Prinetti, and the German Chancellor, Count 
Bilow, at Venice, it may be as well to draw 
attention to a fact not generally known and 
yet which is not without exercising a certain 
amount of influence upon the political situa- 
tion. It is this, that not only are Prinetti and 
Biilow old and close personal friends, their 
relations as such dating back to the days 
when Biilow was still a Secretary of Lega- 
tion, but also Mme. Prinetti and the Countess 
Biilow have grown up from children together 
and have always remained on thé terms of the 
most uninterrupted and close affection. The 
Countess Biilow, as my readers will doubt- 
less remember, is a woman of Italian birth, 
being a sister of the Prince of/Camporeale, 
Duke of Aldragana, and a stepdaughter of 
the late Sig. Minghetti, who for so many 
years was Prime Minister of Italy. 

It is wrong to state that Count Biilow went 
to Venice for the purpose of meeting Prinetti. 
Both he and his wife have for many years 
past been in the haibt of spending the Easter 
holidays in Italy, and this year has been no 
exception to the rule. ,Happening to be 
there it was only natural that 


he should avail 


himself of the opportunity to see and chat 
with his old friend Prinetti, who was at 
Milan, near by, at the time in connection 
with his private interests. For Prinetti, who 


has no pretensions to belonging to the } 


patriciate but whose ancestors were all Lom- 
bard merchants, is one of the principal man- 
ufacturers of Italy. 3 


Prinetti is a remarkably clever business- 
man, and while Minister of Public Works in 
the Rudinini administration put a sudden end 
to the innumerable claims for damages put 
forward by contractors of railroads and of 
public works of one kind and anothér by 
making a hard and fast rule that no con- 
tractor should be allowed to tender for govV- 
ernment. work who had any pending claim 
against the government, either in the courts 
or otherwise. The wisdom of this some-

For a 
European war would be disastrous to the 
economic interests of Germany. The latter 
has evérything to lose and but Mttle to gain 
in the Way of prosperity from any European 
war. All her interests are bound up in the 
maintenance: of peace. Now, the ill will 
which prevailed between her ally, Italy, 
and France when Crispi was Premier consti- 
tuted a serious menace to peace. Indeed, 
the economic conflict between Italy and 
France brought the two countries on several 
occasions to the brink of war, into which 
Germany would of course have been 
dragged. The disappearance of all the 
Franco-Italian hostiliy is therefore a guar- 
of the maintenance of peace, 
w whic rmany has ev re 
pe y ery n to be 
And then with regard to Tripoli, that 
Turkish dependency on the northern coast 
of Africa, concerning the future of which 
France and Italy have come to an agree- 
ment, Italy has not the slightest intention 
of taking possession of Tripoli now, or of 
making any attempt to wrest it from the 
Sultan. All that Italy has arranged with 
France and with the other foreign states 
is that no other European power shall seize 
or occupy Tripoli, and that when the break- 
up of the Ottoman Empire takes place and a 
partition is made of the Sultan’s dominions 
Tripoli shall fall to the share of Italy.

** Ocean to Ocean,’’ by J. W. G. Walker, 
U. 8. N. A.C. McClurg & Co. 

A timely publication is that of ‘‘ Ocean to 
Ocean,’’ by J. W. G. Walker, U: 8. N., which 
A. C.°MeClurg & Co. have just brought out. 
The author was a member of the govern- 
ment survey of the Nicaragua Canal route 
in 1898, and the book describes the work and 
adventures of the party on that occasion. 
Coming at a time when the Panama and 
Nicar a routes are again in discussion at 
Washington, it cannot fail to be of interest to 
engineers, investors, and statesmen. The 
author considers the construction of a canal 
either across Panama or Nicaragua as 
“perfectly practicable and if the works of 
the Panama company were acquired for $40,- 
000,000 the cost of completing the two chan- 
nels would be practically the same. The 
chief disadvantage of the Nicaragua route 
is the cost of operation and maintenance, 
which is estimated at $3,300,000 per annum,

IF | WERE KING. a 
Justin Huntly McCarthy’s Novel, 


Founded on His Play of That Name. 

Justin Huntly McCarthy, the talented 
young author of several successful books 
and adaptations,. has recently come into 
particular prominence by two works of his 
pen—one a play, the other a novel, and both 
dealing with the life and adventures of 
Francois Vulon, the ‘‘ poet cutthroat.’” Both 
works bear the title ‘“‘ If I Were King,”’ and 
their plots are practically identical in their 
essential features. Strange to say, the play 
is not a dramatization of the novel, but pre- 
ceded it. The play has stood the test of 
public approval and met with unusual suc- 
cess in New York and other Eastern cities 
during the earlier part of the season. The 
book is equally meritorious and deserves a 
‘place of honor among*the numerous roman- 
tic novels published during the fast few 
years. | 
McCarthy has treated his subject 
with skill and full appreciation of the novel- 
istic possibilities of the character of Villon. 
Availing himself of the perfect freedom and 
poetical liberty of a writer of fiction, he 
studied all the historical facts known about 
the Hfe and character of Villon, and, choos- 
ing from the material what suited his pur- 
pose and weaving it into the delicate and 
poetical tissue of his own fancy, produced a 
remarkably beautiful story, full of strong 
contrasts. According to the testimany of 


a poetical genius, but at the same time a 
scoundrel of the deepest dye, whose life 
and adventures were scarcely more than a 
chain of disgraceful and atrocious misdeeds 
too villainous and dishonorable to be par- 
doned as the erratic manifestations of a 
misguided genius. 

Mr. McCarthy has idealized the disreputa- 
ble character of the hero of his story with 
such masterly touches that one cannot help 
loving and admiring the sweet singer of 
love songs beneath whose wine-stained jer- 
kin beats a loyal and manly heart. The fig- 
ure of Villon is exquisitely drawn and seems 
so fresh and lifelike that one almosts forgets 
that it is merély a creature of imagination. 
The author has surrounded Villon with other 
characters, some charming, like Lady Kath- 
-erine de Vaucelles, others weird and fas- 
cinating, like Huguette du Hamel, also 
known as ‘* The Abbess,”’ and others almost 
repulsively unsympathetic, ike King Louis 
and Thibaut d’Aussigny, but all interesting 
and fitting perfectly into the romantic at- 
mosphere of the story. The ever-changing 
scenes are depicted with graphical vivid- 
“ness, and few things of similar character 
have ever been written that are superior or 
even equal to the description of the scene in 
the Fircone Tavern. The story is full of 
action and the interest is remarkably weil 
sustained from beginning to end. 

The book, which was published by R. H. 
Russell of New York, is illustrated by 
twenty-four half-tone plates after photo- 
graphs of scenes and characters in the play.

-All Wholesale Lines Active. 

All wholesale lines appear to be holding 
their own, the volume of business being 
fully up to that of recent weeks, and in 
many lines breaking previous records. The 


principal activity ‘is among trades dealing 


largely in articles used in the way of spring 
work an@& betterments. This makes paint, 
oil, and color lines particularly active. Oil 
continues in eplendid demand, the market 
being about 68c, although some independent 
crushers have been offering it as low as 6lc. 
The oil situation at present appears to favor 
the crusher. Independent mills are believed 
to be making good money, as the market 
now rules, much of the seed being ground 


‘at present having beén bought at lower 


prices. There is no cessation in the move- 
ment of paints, the demand coming from 
all quarters supplied by this market. The 


present-year promises to be the banner one 


for the manufacturers of mixed paints. 


‘Quotations are steady and range from $1.20 


to $1.30 per gallon, according to brand and 
quality. 


Iron and Steel Lines Active. 


Active buying continues in iron and steel, 
but present business is largely of a jobbing 
character. The output of all mills and fur- 
maces is well spoken for in advance. The 
trade generally would like to see the demand 
less pressing, in order that there might 
be. a catching up on orders. Structural 


shapes for quick delivery: are exceedingly 


scarce. For this reason a wide range of 
prices takes effect when special sizes are 
wanted. Where difficulty exists in obtaining 
these the market advances rapidly. Pig 
iron for spot shipment is a little higher, and 
shipments are somewhat delayed. 

In hardwood lumber there is something 
of a scarcity, especially of dry stock. Many 


- dealers are being offered more business than 


they can handle. The scarcity arises largely 
from lack of operations in many of the 
Southern mills. An active business is going 
on in Northern pine, many yard dealers 
claiming that they could ship out more lum- 
ber if satisfactory prices could be made. 


Receipts, of lumber in this market since the 


first of the year exceed last year’s figures 
by nearly 125,000,000 feet. Prices continue 
steady, and are being held up by conditions 
prevailing at Lake Superior points, where 
Sales are made at fully as high prices as 
prevail in the Chicago market. In Northern 
sections there is a decided scarcity of dry 
lumber. The situations not likely to be af- 
fected by the strike of the tug men on the 
great lakes, because of the fact that most 
or the lumber coming to this market Is on 
steam barges. The cargo market continues 
decidedly quiet. Sales of piece stock are 
reported at $15.25, which is about the current 
market. 

Drug lines generally show. little change, all 
jobbers reporting country trade as brisk. 


Large shipments of white lead and zines are : 


being made and fair quantities of oil and tur- 
pentine -are going out. There are no evi- 
dences of weakness in any of the heavier 
articles. The entire trade is enjoying a sea- 
son of high prosperity and remunerative 
prices. The window glass situation remains 
about as last week, prices not being quot- 
ably changed and demand continuing brisk. 

Anthracite cval is moving steadily, indica- 
tions being that the production will be con- 
tinued at full capacity. Labor trouble is 
about the only thing which will prevent. 
The Western demand is not quite as brisk 
as a week ago, although the volume moving 
is reasonably satisfactory. The lake trade 
in soft coals has not opened ina particularly 
auspicious manner, although demand is rea- 
sonably good. The car question continues 
to be more or less of a factor. Eastern and 
Southeastern mines are said to be producing 
larger quantities than can be moved. Sum- 


mer prices will be established this month, and 


as usual will advance gradually until fall. 
No cutting of prices is looked for under 
this order of things, which worked to the 
extreme satisfaction of the trade last sum-
